Senator Jones's Views. 

Discussing the question of an extra ses- 
sion of congress, Senator Jones, of Arkan- 
sas, said today: 

“I favor it because I consider an earl 
revision of the tariff to be absolutely nec- 
essary to continued democratic success. The 
effect of a probable reaction frem the en- 
actment of a new tariff, which my experi- 
ence tells nie will surely come, should be 
given time to wear off before the next elec- 
tion. The full effects of such a law can then 
be appreciated by the pecple- They will be 
enabled to estimate its beneficial influence 
and will not be misled by the army of calam- 
ity howlers, the republicans will employ 
in their desperate efforts to regain control 
of the government. The democratic party 
is pledged to a revisten of the tariff laws. 
That is about the only question of immedi- 
ate concern. The sooner we get a revised 
tariff in operation the better. 

“I do not think it would be wise to call 
congress together immediately after Mr. 
Cleveland’s inauguration, for the reason that 
time will be required to frame an intelli- 
gent bill. Statistics shonld be furnished 
to congress by officials in full aceord with the 
work in hand, and Mr. Cleveland has yet 
to select these officials. The departments of 
the government cannot be reorganized in a 
day. The new officials themselves must be 
given time in which to become thoroughly 
posted. 

“During the first months of his incumbency 
Mr. Cleveland will be absorbed in the work 
of reorganization upoa party lines. I deem 
it unwise to begin the reformation of the 
tariff without a careful preliminary survey- 
Should congress be convened on March 5th, 
there would be just as many bills to reform 
the tariff presented and on just as many dif- 
ferent lines as there are members. If a 
continued session was held for two years 
it would be impossible to bring order out 
of the chaos. My idea is that there should 
be appointed members of the present. con- 
gress on the ways and means sub-coramit- 
tee with power to send for persons and 
papers. They should sit during the interim. 
They should work day and night if necessary 
to complete the report to be made to the 
next sitting of congress. By in- 
dustry and intelligent application 
they would be given ample time 
to formulate a measure upon the lines of the 
Chicago platform. Congress should be call- 
ed next October, when the government has 
got into smooth running order. The bill 
formulated can then be reported and a 
reasonable period allowed for debate, and 
passage secured without trouble. If we 
pass a wise, conservative tariff law that is 
generally beneficial in its effects, the democ- 
racy will have leng and uninterrupted con- 
trol. The republican party will be buried 
beyond hope of resurrection. It will be 
known only as a part of ancient history.”

ANDRIBUX AND RIBOT 


The Premier Will Not Be Drawn Into 
Fighting a Duel. 


HIS ANSWER 0 ANDRIEDYS NOTE 


Is Thought to be the Last That 
Will be Heard of it. 


AN IMPORTANT BOOK DISCOVERED 


Which May Reveal Some of the Transac- 
tions of the Panama Canal -Piot- 
ters—The DeReinach Autopsy. 


Paris, December 28.—The effort of An- | 


drieux to draw Premier Ribot into a duel 
has failed aud it is not considered likely 
that Andrieux will resort to violence, as 
was at first intimated. There is no dis- 
guising the fact tnat Andrieux has gained 
much admiration by the boldness and suc- 
cess of his course. There is no doubt that 
the governm nt intended: to order his ar- 
rest on the charge of treason, the arrest to 
be effected suddenly and to strike terror to 
the plotters for the overthrow of the ad- 
ministration. Andricux checkmated that 
scheme by boldly proclaiming the govern- 
ment’s intentions and purposes, as claimed, 
to silence nim in the task of exposing the 
Panama frauds by committing him to a 
dungeon. He also proclaimed that he had 
made sure of his security of evidence in 
his possession or uuder his control so that 
the purpose of the government would be 
defeated. This, it is reported, made the 
ministry hesitate in their purpose of ar- 
resting Andrieux without having clear and 
unanswerable cvidence to establish the 
case against him. ‘The ministry feared that 
the public would iterpret a hasty arrest 
without positive evidence to sustain it, as 
proof that the statements of Andrieux as 
to the motives of the government were 
true, and wis would mean the ruin of the 
cabinet. 
Andrieux’s Challenge. 


When Andrieux arose Monday morning 
still at liberty and without the threatened 
order naving beeu executed, he determiyed 
on a Still bolder move, and that was to give 
Ribot his choice between a duel or a retrac- 
tion of the words 1m: which he had accused 
Andrieux of endeavoring to excite disorder 
and virtually of being an instigator of in- 
surrection. Andricux sent a challenge to 
M. Ribot on the ground stated. The pre- 
mier replied through his secretary that the 
utterance of Ribot had not gone beyond 
legitimate public criticism. Andrieux, not 
satisfied with this reply sent two friends to 
the premier to diuand satisfaction. The 
friends represented that Andrieux consid- 
ered Ribot’s words as implying that An- 
drieux was guilty of a criminal and igno- 
ble act, and was seeking in an illegitimate 
manner to arouse disorder and bloodshed. 
Andrieux therefore insisted, they declared, 
on such satisfaction as a duel would give.

A STRICKEN SOUTHERNER. 


The Great Preacher, Dr. Charles F. Deems, 
Suffering from Paralysis. 


New York, December 28.—(Special.)&Ar- 
rangements are completed for the immedi- 
ate transfer of Rev. Dr. Charlies F. 
Deems, the famous pastor of the popular 
church of the Strangers, to the Danville 
sanitarium, in the belief that there he will 
recover from the paralysis with which he 
was recently stricken. Thus far the stroke 
has only affected his right hand with which 
he has labored so assiduously for more than 
half a century. 

Dr. Deems is a southerner from North 
Carolina and is widely known and beloved 
in the south. He edited the first prohibi- 
tion paper in America while living in North 
Carolina years before the late war. It was 
called “The Ballot.” 

He was afterwards president of the 
Greensboro female college. Coming to New 
York in 1865 he began to preach as an in- 
dependent southern Methodist minister and 
so won — the affections of the late Com- 
modore Vanderbilt that the multi-million- 
aire bought for him the splendid church on 
Mercer. street which he has since made 
world-celebrated. 

Dr. Deems is in his seventy-third year, 
is president of the American Institute of 
Philosophy and editor of Christian Thought. 
He is the father-in-law of Hon. Marion 
Verdery, formerly of Augusta. He -has 
been an energetic worker all his life and 
his present calamity is a part of the penalty 
of that zeal. It is hoped that rest, cessa- 
tion from pulpit and editorial labors, and 
the skillful attention he now has will soon 
restore him to health and activity.

Milwaukee, December 28.—A bomb was 
thrown into the main building of the south 
side plant of the Milwaukee Street Rail- 
road Company at 3 o'clock this morning. 
There was a tremendous explosion and in 
a moment the interior of the building was 
in a blaze. In a few minutes the fire was 
beyond control and in less than an” hour 
the entire plant was consumed, entailing a 
loss of $51,000. The plant is located on 
Kinnickinnic avenue. . It includes immense 
storage stables for electric; motors, machine 
shops and stables. In the barn were fifty 
new electric motors and nearly all of the 
summer ears owned by the company. The 
machine shops were built the past season 
and were fitted with very fine machinery for 
the re-building and repairing of cars. The 
buildings were the principal depot of the 
Milwaukee Street Railway Company and 
the fire greatly crippled the company. The 
bomb thrower is not known. Supposed to 
be a man who started fully a dozen other 
disastrous fires within a month. The grand 
jury will be summoned to investigate.

The incendiary theory at first laughed at, 
or: at’ least, doubted except by insurance 
men is now generally accepted. Today a 
number of insurance agents representing 
leading ~ companies, received orders 
to cease writing insurance on 
manufacturing plauts in this city. 
The firebug operating in Milwaukee 
has cost the-city more than five million dol- 
lars in two months.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, December 28—The unnatural difference 
between the lower and contract grades of wheat and 
corn was the greatest factor with speculators today. 
No. 3 red wheat sold in the cash market at from 57@60c, 
and ordinary No. 2 spring wheat from .6@6ic, No. 3 
hand spring bringing about 63c compared with from 
71}3@72e for regular No, 2. Considering this and the 
further fact that all cash offerings of low grade wheat 
did not find buyers at even the extremeiy low prices 
quoted, the heaviness and lower prices for the specu- 
lative grade are not to be wondered at. The market 
for May wheat is %c lower than it opened. 

Corn was governed by somewhat similar conditions. 
No. 3 at 37'¢c and 36c is out of all proportion with No. 
2ati0c. May corn shows a decline for the day of %c. 

Receipts of hogs caused the provision market to ad- 
vance 7}¢c in pork and lard and 2‘¢c for ribs. Realiz- 
ing sales by heavy holders was felt in the weakness 
which succeeded.

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Wife Murderer, 
SENTENCED TO HANG NEXT WEEK. 


Many Applications for Clemency Con- 
sidered by the Governor—Some 
Granted, Others Refused. 


When Governor Northen was inaugurat- 
ed he found five hundred applications for 
pwdon awaiting for consideration. He has 
worked at them for two years endeavoring 
to catch up with them. He has worked 
hard, too, night and day, for there is plen- 
ty of other business in the executive de- 
partment and every year adds new work 
to the office, for Georgia is steadily grow- 
ing. Yesterday the governor acted on 4 
dozen applications, and although from one 
to three new applications have been coming 
in each day during the two years, he has 
reduced the number on his desk to twenty. 
He has almost caught up and soon will 
have the pardon docket so that he can 
take hold of the new causes as they arise. 

Among the applications which he acted 
on yesterday was that in behalf of Dr. 
John Rembert Von Pollnitz, whose execu- 
tion has been set for January Oth at Dain- 
bridge. Von Pollnitz killed his wife. His 
attorney says that he is crazy and that is 
tue ground upon which clemency 1s asked. 
‘he murderer's friends have secured Col- 
siderable testimony on that line. He is six- 
ty years old, bie was & widower when he 
married his last wife, whose father lives 
at Cave Springs. Prior to the marriage 
Miss Pullen was teaching school in Ala- 
bama. She bad some money. This her 
husband took and pent ee a Foca 

when he knockea ber y 
Was on a spree had been 
married only two or three months. His de- 
fense was insanity, but he was convicted 
and sentenced to death. Among the pa- 
pers presented to the governor was a let- 
ter from an old physician in South Carolina 
who wrote that Von Pollnitz is connected 
with some of the best families in that 
state. This doctor says that during the 
war he considered Von Pollnitz insane and 
has no doubt that he is today. 

(Jovernor Northen took the same position 
in this case that he did in the application 
of Osburn. If the man is insane it should 
be determined in the regular way. The 
governor so wrote Mr. Russell, the prison- 
er’s lawyer, and refused to interfere. 
motion for a new trial has been made. 

Fred Blackwood, sentenced from Rich- 
mond county for nine years’. for 
forgery, was more fortunate in 
his application. He was sent 
to the penitentiary in 1887. His case at- 
tracted attention when it was fresh on ac- 
count of some unusual features. After the 
forgery, which was to secure goods, he 
went over in South Carolina. The Au- 
gusta merchant who had been his victim 
followed him, arrested him and carried him 
back to Augusta without a warrant or 
requisition. An attempt was made to carry 
the merchant over into South Carolina for 
kidnaping, but he was killed before the 
anthorities acruss the river could get him. 

Blackwood was pardoned chiefly because 
he was nearly feed 

Buck Mobley, whose case was mentioned 
last week in The Constitution, was another 
gs gs He stole a pair of ponies from 
Yr. 
cipal keeper of the penitentiary and was sent 
up for thirty years. He has served nine 
years. Dr. Nelms helped get his pardon. 

Andrew Crawford, & negro, owes his re 
lease more to the assistance that he rendered 
the guards on the occasion of a mutity 
than to anything else. He was convicted 
in Thomas county and sentenced to sixteen 
years for manslaughter. His conduct in 
the penitentiary has been good. Once he 
| helped the guards quell a mutity, a service 
| which is always counted in a prisoner’s favor 
| by the authorities. 

J. R. MeSwain, of Tattnall county, had 
served ten vears out of fifteen for man- 
slaughter. His conduct has been good and 
his health bad. 

Jim Clayton, a negro boy, convicted in 
the Stewart county court for larceny from 
the house and under a five years’ sentence, 
got off on account of good behavior and a 
petition from the court authorities. , 

Prince Hollis. of Chattahoochee county, 
and Richard Williams of Macon county 
had their disabilities removed through peti- 
tions signed by their fellow citizens recom- 
mending that they be restored to citizen- 
ship their conduct having been good since 
oe discharge. 

e governor refused pardons to 
Ray. Davis Yancey and Adam Guthrie. ‘Ray 
is from Ohattooga county and is in for three 
years for mule stealing. Yancey was sen- 
tenced from Polk county for twelve morths 
for assault and battery and Gurthrie got 
the same term from Warren county ‘court 
for selling liquor without a license.

Mr. Stanton’s plan is to concentrate ma- 
terial and men as rapidly as possible upon 
this central structure, and it is thought by 
an extra effort it can be completed put 
in order by April Ist, or 1 at farth- 
est, and that by the first day of y the pri- 
mary classes of the school can be organized. 
‘Mr. Stanton is moving with great energy 
toward this result and there is no failure 
recorded against him in the enterprises 
which have engaged his energies in the past. 
It may be set down as true under present 
conditions that the college curriculum will 
be begun in the early spring, and that 
Manchester’s educational career will mak 
its inaugural effort at that time. 

The military institute and chatauqua is 
expected to be completed and ready for 
work by July, at the farthest, and it is the 
fixed intention of the projectors of this 
enterprise to make the coming summer nota- 
ble in some interesting chatauqua exercises 
to be held in the big tabernacle now being 
erected for that purpose.
